A CABIN HOME 


AMPTON INSTITUTE IS SITUATED TWO AND A 
HALF MILES FROM OLD POINT COMFORT, VIR- 
GINIA, AND OVERLOOKS HAMPTON ROADS. IT STANDS 
ON A SPOT FAMOUS FOR ITS BEAUTY AND FOR ITS 
HISTORIC ASSOCIATIONS AND PECULIARLY APPROPRI- 
ATE FOR THE LOCATION OF A SCHOOL DEVOTED TO 
INDIAN AND NEGRO EDUCATION, BEING THE SITE 
OF THE INDIAN VILLAGE OF KIQUOTAN AND NEAR 
THE SPOT WHERE THE FIRST NEGRO SLAVES WERE 
SOLD IN AMERICA. THE SCHOOL WAS FOUNDED IN 
1868 BY GENERAL SAMUEL CHAPMAN ARMSTRONG 
FOR THE TRAINING OF NEGRO YOUTH. SINCE 1878 
INDIANS HAVE ALSO BEEN RECEIVED. — IT IS VISITED 
ANNUALLY BY MORE THAN 20,000 PEOPLE. 


A GRADUATE’S HOME 


ORE THAN 7600 HAMPTON GRADUATES AND 
FORMER STUDENTS, INCLUDING ABOUT 900 
INDIANS, ARE TEACHING THOUSANDS OF MEN, WO- 
MEN, AND CHILDREN HOW TO LIVE CLEAN, USEFUL, 
CHRISTIAN LIVES. HAMPTON STUDENTS HAVE 
LEARNED TO LIVE FOR OTHERS. THEY HAVE 
LITERALLY RECONSTRUCTED COMMUNITIES THROUGH 
PATIENT, THOUGHTFUL, PERSISTENT WORK AND HAVE 
HELPED FORWARD A_ BETTER UNDERSTANDING 
BETWEEN THEIR OWN PEOPLE AND THEIR WHITE 
NEIGHBORS. 


AMPTON’S AIM, AS EXPRESSED BY ITS FOUNDER,

TO GIVE THEM NOT A DOLLAR THEY CAN EARN 
FOR THEMSELVES; TO TEACH RESPECT FOR LABOR; 
TO REPLACE STUPID DRUDGERY WITH! SKILLED 
HANDS; AND TO THESE ENDS TO BUILD UP AN IN- 
DUSTRIAL SYSTEM FOR THE SAKE, NOT ONLY OF 
SELF-SUPPORT AND INTELLIGENT LABOR, BUT ALSO 
FOR THE SAKE OF CHARACTER.” 


HE YOUNG MEN ARE ORGANIZED INTO A BAT- 

TALION OF SIX COMPANIES AND ARE DRILLED 

BY OFFICERS FROM THEIR OWN NUMBER, UNDER 

THE SUPERVISION OF THE COMMANDANT OF CADETS, 

WHO IS A HAMPTON GRADUATE. THOROUGH TRAIN- 

ING IN PHYSICAL CULTURE IS GIVEN ALSO TO BOTH 
THE YOUNG MEN AND THE YOUNG WOMEN. 

THE RELIGIOUS INFLUENCE OF HAMPTON IS 
ACTIVELY AND PRACTICALLY CHRISTIAN. BESIDES 
THE USUAL RELIGIOUS SERVICES, THERE ARE COURSES 
IN BIBLE HISTORY AND MISSION STUDY, AS WELL AS 
ORGANIZATIONS FOR MUTUAL HELPFULNESS AND 
FOR NEIGHBORHOOD MISSIONARY WORK. 


IN THE GIRLS’ GARDEN 


HE CURRICULUM COMBINES INSTRUCTION IN 
HOUSEHOLD ECONOMICS, AGRICULTURE, AND 
TRADES WITH ACADEMIC WORK. THE COURSES OF- 
FERED ARE TEACHER TRAINING, HOME ECONOMICS, 
MATRON’S WORK, AGRICULTURE, BUSINESS, LIBRARY 
METHODS, BLACKSMITHING, BRICKLAYING AND PLAS- 
TERING, CARPENTRY, CABINETMAKING, MACHINE WORK, 
PAINTING, PRINTING, SHOEMAKING, STEAMFITTING 
AND PLUMBING, TAILORING, TINSMITHING, UPHOL- 
STERY, AND WHEELWRIGHTING. THE PRACTICAL 
WORK IN THE BOARDING DEPARTMENTS, ON THE 
FARMS, AND IN THE ERECTION AND REPAIR OF 
BUILDINGS, GOES HAND IN HAND WITH CLASSROOM 
AND SHOP INSTRUCTION. 


SHREDDING CORN 


AMPTON IS NEITHER A GOVERNMENT NOR A DE- 
NOMINATIONAL SCHOOL, BUT IS A PRIVATE 
CORPORATION CHARTERED BY THE STATE OF VIR- 
GINIA AND CONTROLLED BY A BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
FROM BOTH NORTH AND SOUTH. 

THE 800 BOARDING PUPILS PROVIDE FOR THEIR 
BOARD AND CLOTHING, PARTLY IN CASH AND 
PARTLY IN LABOR. THEIR TUITION, THE EXPENSE 
OF WHICH THEY ARE UNABLE TO MEET, IS SUPPLIED 
BY SCHOLARSHIPS. RECORDS ARE KEPT OF ALL 
STUDENTS RECEIVING SUCH AID, THESE RECORDS 
COVERING NOT ONLY THEIR LIVES WHILE IN SCHOOL 
BUT AFTER GRADUATION, SO THAT THE FULL RE. 
SULTS OF SCHOLARSHIP GIFTS MAY BE FOLLOWED 
BY. THE DONORS
